MARSHALL generally praised Cuba and the Cuban people 
and their leaders in this account of his visit. He said that 
it is neither a slave stateror a paradise. Everyone works in 
the fields, and there is a push everywhere to increase pro- 
duction of sugar, rice, beans and coffee; to develop new 
industries, such as fishing and light machines; and to build ` 

` homes, schools and hospitals. Fifteen hours of work a day is 
not uncommon, and every student he spoke with said that they 
put in voluntary time in addition to their studies. He said 
tbat at the rope factory he vísited he learned that over 40,000 
extra hours were logged in the last six months and that the 
top administrator earned. less then LUE ton worker.

According to MARSHALL, our bovcott hurts the Cubans. 
He said that milk, for example, is in short supply and limited 
to young children, but that he didn' t mention "that in the U.S.

In a concluding paragraph, KARSHALL stated the 
following: "But the most shocking evidence of our war against 
the Cubans came when I visited the Bay of Pigs. ‘imperialism’ 
is a phrase we have read and thrown around a lot, but looking 
at the bombed out houses and the photos of the families that 
bag, died in them brought home the full implications of the 
phrase. I was disgusted." EN

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In his statement to Radio Havana, Cuba, KLONSKY 
stated "The organization which he directs (SDS) will continue 
the battle in Chicago until the cnd of the Democratic Con- 
vention” which he described as a "fraud." -KLONSKY alleged 
the police had used various methods against the demonstrators 
in Chicago, including mace, sawcd-off shotguns and other 
"weapons. He said many of the members of SDS had been the 
victims of mace; many others wore hurt by firearms, and some 
had died a few nights previously. On Tuesday night, August 
27, 1968, many demonstrators were injured by sawed-off shot- 
guns and again at the time of his conversation on August 29, 
1968, members of SDS were being attacked with sticks, mace 
and teargas. 


KLONSKY repudiated the platform approved by the 
Democratic Convention and said the other young people had 
joined the street fighting in Chicago as a way of condemning 
the war policy of the Democratic Party and the Government of 
President LYNDON B. JOHNSON. He added that the other young 
people referred to were supporters of Presidential candidate 
* MC CARTHY. 


The Radio Havana broadcast read to. KLONSKY parts 
of a message of the American Student Delegation which had 
arrived recently in Cuba urging the continuation of the battle 
and creation of "many Chicagoes" throughout the United States. 
KLONSKY replied "It is n beautiful message, very beautiful. 
This message encourages. us; we will continue to fight in the 
States. Sr 


Source described Radio Havana as a shortwave 
broadcast station in Havana, Cuba, operating 24 hours a day 
under the complete control 2nd direction of the FIDEL CASTRO 
Communist government of Cuba. It transmits. violent anti- i. 
United States propaganda throughout the world in many languages. -

The purpose of the cont2^ts by SDS with these other 
groups was to request that they, alors vith SDS, act as 
sponsors or at least participate in a conference and workshop 
to be held in the midwest during the Thanksgiving period of 
1968. No definite place has been arranged, but Madison, 
Wisconsin, hasbeen mentioned as a tentative site for such a 
conference. 


The meeting is reported to have two goals: 1)'to 
unify the political] philosophies of the underground press" 
and 2) "to discuss methods of relating to the national press 
and mass media and to discuss methods of infiltrating the .

"FIFTH PARTY TICKET: CLEAVER AND OGLESDY 


"The NIC spent most of two days reconsidering the 
question of whether Carl Oglesby should run for Vice-prcsident, 
on a Peace and Freedom Party selte, with Eldridge Cleaver, 

Minister of Information of the Black Panther Party. A previous 
NIC had decided in a very long and involved discussion (Sec New 
Left Notes, July 29th, 1968) that Carl, as an officer of SDS 
and an individual associated publicly with the organization, 
should not be a candidate. But a special request that the NIC 
reconsider was made by the Cornell Chapter, by members of the 
California Peace and Freedom Party, and by Cleaver. 


` "After hours of discussion, the NIC re-affirmed the 
. previous decision. Lowever, at Cleaver's request, SDS repre- 
sentatives ( YGruenberg, Mike James, and Mike Klonsky) were 
sent to meet with Cleaver Tuesday, September 3rd. . :

"ELITISM AND MANIPULATION 


"An objection was rrised to the way several SDS 
organizations, including several wl worked in the NO, had 
operated during the days prior to tnc confrontations in Chicago. 
These people had been discussing actions which they did not wish 
to discuss in a larger group. Others in the NO and several 
other Chicago people felt this behavior violated the spirit of 
the NIC decision on concentrating our organizing on McCarthy 
kinds. The NIC generally felt that these discussions did not 
violate its decision (especially since the NIC felt that its 
earlier decision had been wrong in focus). This started a 
discussion tht included criticisms and defenses of "cadre and 
collective" styles of operation and also dealt with editorial 
policies of New Left Notes and questions of elitism in the 
SDS organization. These questions will also be treated in 
articles in the next few New Left Notes. 


"The general feeling was that this NIC meeting was 
not as rewarding as the previous one, and there was particular 
frustration over the development of a fall progran for SDS. 
Since it is not the responsibility of the NIC to make program- 
matic decisions, only general discussion was held on this 

topic. Many individuals (NJC and non-NJC) at the seeting talked 
about their ideas concerning universities, the Elections, and 
other focal points of SDS chapter activity this fall. A dis-

BERNHARDT, Dallas telephone 824-1837, had contacted American 
Airlines at 12:08 AM, August 23, 1968, and made reservations for 
32 coach seats on American Airlines flight 53 from Dallas to 
Mexico City on August 26, 1968. He said Airline Passenger 
Record #9734WG pertains to those 32 individuals who were travel- 
ing as a group. BERNHARDT furnished 32 names, including his own, 
for those 32 coach seats. BERNHARDT, according to the record, 
promised to bring passports at 9:00 AM that morning; at which 
time tickets would be purchased. A few minutes later at 12:15 
AM, BERNHARDT again contacted American Airlines and made six 
-additional reservations for the same flight, all in his name 
(Airline Passenger [ecord #9733KG).  BERNIARDT appeared later 
that day and paid $3,920 in cash for all of the 38 one-way 
tickets from Dallas to Mexico City. Mr.CAPBELL furnished 
names of the.32 persons who held reservaticns as a group 
(Airline Passenger fecord #9734%G) .as follows:

"THE DRAFT AND IMPERIALISM" . 


"The Draft serves imperialism in two 
ways. First, and most obviously, 
imperialism needs young men with rifles in 
their hands to go to those undeveloped 
nations in the Third World, where the 
liberation fires are bejrinning to burn 
brightly and threaten the likes of United Fruit 
and Chase Manhattan, to put out the flames. 
If people still struggle to be free af ter 
vain attempts at buying them off, then 
genocidal destruction becomes the next step 
in the process. 


“Even more basic than its function of 
getting young men into uniform was the 
second function which the Draft played in our 

. analysis. That was the function of social 
control and channeling." 


"THE DRAFT AND RACISM" 


v "This processing of students exposed 
to us another aspect of the System which 
can be grasped only when seen in life-or- 
death situations like this one. Racism was 
and is an integral part of imperialism, and. 
go it is an integral part of Selective 
Service. "The 'servico' had to be selective, 
since it was making a special effort to keep 
the e college students in school where 
they id be properly trained for the 
choice gi e: within the walls of the 
big corporations. Who was left available to 
kill Vietnamese and die for America and the 
Great Society? Of course it was people ipf 
= color; and blacks and Mexican Americ 
; ss "right at this very moment in 
dis] oportionate numbers. In other 
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the Vietcong fighting for national liberation 
and the people of color in America who were 
becoming expendable with the coming age 

of technology and cybernetics. ‘These were 
the very same people who wero left out of 
this Great Society anyway." 


"THE DRAFT AND ORGANIZING" 


SDS, a radical organization made up 
of students, saw Draft resistance as a handle 
with which to organize and cducate other 
students about the natur? of capitalism. 
and imperialism. This was something SDS was 
previously unable to do. Out of individualism 
and alienation, an analysis was developing. 
Students, a force in the Movement that was 
capable of revolutionary thought and action, 
were being kept down, paralyzed by feat and 
used to strengthen the system which oppressed 
them. A movement had to be built that 
wouldn't just begin and end with the Draft. 
The Draft must be used as a tool for explaining 
the nature of the System and 833 ä 
it. 


"We are no longer interested in simply 
fulfilling young men's needs for 'personal 
-liberation,' because personal liberation does 
not exist witbin. the context of an exploitative, 
oppressive system. We are interested in 
building a movement of committed, radical 

. people who are able to define the nature of 
the System and put theory? into action.

impossible; but if the process stops t

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merely helping the Government do its job of 
selection. For each student we pull from the 
jaws of the SSS, a working man is sent in 
his place. If we are trying to build a 
revoluntionary movement, history tells us 
that this is not a very "wise trade. We must 
instill a sense of commitment within the 
people we counsel which turns them into 
fighters instead of frightoned, impotent 
students hiding behind anothor out. 


"A new development is now taking place 
within SDS. We know that the working class in 
America has been left virtunlly untouched by 
all of our organizing energies, that it is 
workers who attack our anti-Draft ccmonstrations 
in Whitehall Street in New York. And 
why shouldn't they feel fear and animosity 
toward us? Aren't they the ones who must die 
if we live? Aren't they the ones who must 
pay for our education and training so that we 
can fit into the highly-advanced technologic 
skills while they find themselves automated out 
of work? Now I'm not saying that these workers 
consciously act out of thoso kinds of motivations. 
It does appear, however, that too many students 
pass off natural class contradictions by 
classifying working people as 'fascists' or 

.8aying that they are 'brainwashed.' The new 
change in SDS involves a move off the campus 
and into the communities where those working 
people live, where we livo. We must build a 
base among the working population of America 
before America isolates us and destroys us.

NW The real Joe College types, the ones who had 
ED bought the studént life and the great American 
belief hook, line, and sinker, probably never 
joined us in the streets. But thousands of young 
people - people we wrongly called 'WcCarthy kids 
joined us right fron the dp in the parks and 
in the streets. 


"On Thursday McCarthy Leen a rally in 
Grant Park. His supporters stayed with him, 
idolized him; but it was clear to many that he 
had nothing to offer. He talked about supporting 
anti-war candidates for Congress, but he made no 
mention of taking a stand outside thc system which had 
beaten him hands down. He was still inside, but the 
people he was talking to had been outside for a week. 


"Thursday evening there were more attempts to 
march on the Amphitheater, more demonstrations at 
the Hilton. Gas, clubs, and troops were the answer. 
The press had gotten over the beatings they suffered 

on the streets the first few days, and reporters 

` lapsed back into the troublemaker theory of the 

street confrontations. :

Literally thousands of young people - those who 
couldn't get jobs, t^ose who didn't want then, 
those who were kicking Co myths and the habits 
of the educational system- were all roaming the 
streets. They had to fight the cops to have a 
space to live in, they wanted to fight them 
to live in some kind of self-respect. 


"As the months go on, everyone will try 
to evaluate and criticize the role that SDS 
played through the week. wc learned at least 
one thing; leadership coid be given only by a 
group that could defend its people ard could 
operate on the streets, in defiance instead of 
at the mercy of a repressive state. We were not 
yet that organization, or even the biggest SS? 
of it."

and so forth. Discussions with local organizers, 
past editors, and all kinds of other readers 
suggest that NLN's difficultics are rclated 
to the too-distant connections with its base of 
readers. The NO and NLN staff concept of who 
reads the paper, hov much, and what for is 
rooted largely either ir conjecture or in what 
amounts to a very limited sampling of local 
. situations. Depadence on our izdividual back- 
grounds does not suffice as a 'sense of membership’ - 
notite mention that they become very quickly out- 
O1-date. 


"The idea of a traveling NLN staff is not 
new, For over a year therc has becn periodic 
discussion of trying this means of remedying 

. NLN's distance from local conditions in SDS. 
It hasn't been until recently, however, that 
.the situation in the NO made it possiblc. 


"The week-to-week demands of getting the paper 
out, which have in the past fallen pretty much to 
the editor alone, are now faced more collectively. 
This bas in itself made for improvements in the 
paper. But it opens things up for even morc. 


~The need for incroascd chapter/NLN contacts 
shows itself on both sides. Not only does NLN fail 
sj án many Cases to project nationally a clear picture 
of local work, but also it 1s often true that the 
paper is put to far too little local use. In many 
situations, the only who ever see NLN - or any iit 
` out of the NO are a few chapter contacts who. 
get it in the mail and file it away. This docs 
nothing for the scnsc of i&olation id: Jintion. 
Be jack att members à E. 
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"These trips, then, will try to break down 
some of the rigidity of both local and national 
Structures. It can't be a mammoth program - 
only one or two people can be away at onc time. 
Chapters should initiate arrangements through 
the NO. They should also do-something about 
raising funds if they want someone to come. It'11 
be much easier.to raise thc bread locally in small 
amounts than for NLN to try to raise it all. 


"The first trip has been set up - for the 
Washington DC-Maryland area. The next one(s) 
probably will have to come after. the Boulder 
NC, toward the end of October. Get in touch, 
with comments and suggest ions.

"The draft has proven to be à difficult issue 
to organize around. Counseling has turned out to 
be of limited political value. This is because 
it is difficult to get across a political analysis 

- to a guy who comes ín looking for help with his 
individual problem, fe is often psychologi 
.unreceptive to a political annlysis bocat 
pressing feeit of helplessness and 

f whatever pol itics one can get across. 
follow Sp. ~The guy comes in, gets th 
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he needs, and then generally disappears back into 
the community. It is hard to find on-going 
political work around the draft to engage him. 
Given the fact that it is difficult to get across 
politics in the counseling situation, it is all too 
painfully clear to counselors that simply getting 
Ee dus] out of the draft is of little political 
value, 


"For 1 reasons, in many places people 
have lost interest in counseling. The Wisconsin 
Draft Resistance Union continues to do it, but with 
little enthusiasm, and the srmc complaints are 
heard at the Lawyer's Guild in New York. The 
Boston Draf Resistance Group seems to be the strongest 
counseling operation still going on, but they describe 
their politicnl gains chiefly in tcrms of the fact 
that the counselors thersclves tend to become more 


political, and counseling has created good relations 
with the community. 


*The problem, it seems to mo, is not that 
counseling efforts have atrophied. Perhaps there is 
little political value in counseling and it should 
be given up. The problem is that interest in the 

. draft as an issue seems to have dicd as well. This 
. Seems to me to be an error in view of the crisis that 
faces us after the elections in Noven bor. 


"How Do We Rospond? 


"Very little though has gono into how to 
. respond to the draft when the calls skyrocket, 
seems likely, after the elections. And few 
people have taken seriously the. implications of 
the likelihood that the draft will take mostly 
graduates. So far, I have heard two concreto 
suggestions of what to do in November $ 
likely comc about. : 
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"The first plan is that we all go into the 


"Army; that we organize people not to go to Canada 
.and not go to jail, but to go in, and to organize 


like mad. 


"The second plan is that we all stay out, that 
we turn the universities into sanctuaries, organize 
our fellow students to defend them, and wait there 
uhtil they try to get us. This second course would 
mean that in the next two and a half months we would 
have to begin, on a national scale, to organize real 
solidarity against the draft and on the part of all 
college students so that the universities would be 
defensible. 


"It 18 clear that in order to turn the university 
into a sanctuary (or a fort), it would be necessary 
to try to make alliances with other social groups = 
Such as workers, blacks, and clergymen. Is all of 
this - the Solidification of the campus and the secur- 
ing of meaningful alliances with other groups - 
possible in the two and a half months that are left 
to us? We know that such solidarity and alliances 
are not easy to bring about, but also that tne.

"Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of information 
for the Black Panthers, had his parole revoked by 
an appeals board and has sixty days to turn himself 
in and return to prison. This despitc thc fact that 
Superior Court Judge sherwin called the attempt in 
June to revoke Eldridge's parole a case of political 
retribution. 


"It seems obvious now that 'political retribution' 
has become legal under tie new banner of lav and z 
order."

1 MILITANT LABOR FORUM, also known 
— 28 Friday Night Socialist Forum 


In May, 1968, a source advised that the Forum is 
a paper organization set up by the Chicago Branch, Socialist 
Workers Party (CBSWP), Chicago, Illinois, for Socialist 
Workers Party (SWP) members and sympathizers. Open mectings 
held under the auspices of this Forum are geared to the 
activitics that the SWP is pursuing at a particular time, 
e.g. VERD Aor mene: election campaign, Vietnam, segregation, 
etc. 


A CBSWP member is in charge of the Forum and 
schedules meetings under the name of the Forum in order to 
conceal the SWP sponsorship of same. The mcetings of the 
Forum generally are held at Chicago SWP Headquarters althoug 
the Forum, in the past, has sponsored other affairs such as 
meetings, socials and picnics held at other locations.

Labor Party (PLP). formerly known as the Progressive Labor Move- 
ment (PLM), held its first national convention April 15-18, 1965, 
at New: York, New York, tc organize the PLM into a PLP. The PLP 
will have as its ultimate objective the establishment of a 
militant working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 


The "New York Times" City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 

1965, page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary 
socialism" was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name 
of the PLP. “he PLP was described as an outgrowth of the PLM. 

Its officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President. 
and WILLIAM EPTON of New York and MORT SCHEER of San Francisco 
Vice Presidents. A 20-member National Committee was elected to 
direct the party until the next convention. 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor 
Movement was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHEER after 
they were expelled from the Communist Party of the United States 
for assertedly following the Chincse Communist line." 


The PLP publishes “Progressive Labor," a bi-monthly 
magazine, Challenge a monthly New York City newspaper, and 
"Spark," a West Coas: newspaper. 


The April, 1967, íssue of "Challenge," page 14, states 
that, “This paper 28 dedicated to fight for a new way of life- 
where the working mc. ad women own and control their homes, 
factories, the polic., courts, and the entire government on 
every level."

GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, en interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-commur ist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In thc 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and tney are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organizaticr as of July 24, 1958, was 
located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison Strcet, Chicago, 
Illinois. 
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STUDENT NONVIOLENT COORDINATING COMMITTEE (SNCC) 


The Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC), 
headquartered at 360-362 Nelson Street, S. W., Atlanta, Georgia, 
isa organization, which was born out of the 


sit-in movement that erupted across the South beginning 
in 1960. 


Today SNCC identifies itself as an organization in 
the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates that to be successful 
it is necessary to develop s rovolutionary ideology and 


revolutionary program. 


According to 8NCC the year 1267 marked a historic 
milestone in the struggle for the liboration of black people 
in the United States and the year that revolutionaries

‘it is known today, came into being at a founding convention 
held at Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"Padically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us." 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
Proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the 
October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official 
Publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are 
some communists in SDS and they are welcome. The national 
headquarters of this organization as of July 24, 1968, was

US troops, $30 billion a year, intensified saturation bombing. 

Way are we willing to continue to take the loss 7 The preservation 
of the empire is, in many ways, really at stake in Vietnam. If the 
People’s War can defeat US imperialism in Vietnam, the same 
possibilities exist in Laos, Thailand, the Congo, Bolivia, Guatemala. 
The US has a military “presence” in 64 countries: the ace in the hole 
which guarantees the high return to US corporations from foreign 
investments. The cortinued existence of a ruling class in this country 
depends on the perpetuation of siavery and colonialism around the 
world. Vietnam was not a mistake, until the Victnamese made it one. 


WHAT DOES LAW AND ORDER MEAN? 


It’s taken us years of struggle and civil rights, the peace movement 
and the student movement, to learn that any movement for freedom 
must be forcibly crushed. Our demands then were not radical: black 
people should be free, all Americans should share the good life, even 
, AE it meant the oppression and enslavement of people around the world. 
We appealed to the heart of democratic America, but we found that `` 
Power lay with the money interests (the corporations, the army, the 
Schools). We found that those Interests CORE NON would sot, even meet 
the needs of black America. US 
The violence on which the "American System has rested is exposed. MED. 
UMEN M artillery patrol the cities, the police are armed for 
r-insurgency, white America is taught to believe in the new 
Spectre haunting the land Crime in the Streets Pod BLACK).
